“They want an alibi to gouge 
the public, so they bark at the 
East Indian ‘rubber planter, whose 
empire protects him better than 
the Napoleonic sphinx of the 
White House who campaigned on 
the back of a cow to protect our 
farmers. 

“This last’ blast of Hoover's is 
propaganda plus. On the _ front 
page he attacks Great Britain and 
on the financial page the trade 
writes solemnly of increased prices. 
On the cover is the propaganda— 
on the inside are the works. 

Higher Tire Prices. 

“The whole automobile trade 4z- 
pects higher tire prices—the tire 
companies intend to taxe from the 
consumer what they would other- 
wise save by tax reduotion.” 

Black asserted the price of crude 
rubber had little to do with the iIn- 
crease in tire prices except to fur- 
nish “an excuse to our extortion- 
ists.” : 

“A tire that cost $23 before re- 
striction,’ he eaid, “and that had 
$2 worth of rubber tn it costs now 
$40, with $5 worth of rubber tn 
it. Our committee will cry ‘stop, 
thief.’ at «he British, while out 
own business leaders do their pil- 
fering undisturbed.” ;

It 
is probable, in the spring, if any 
desire the change, they may be 
transferred to the prison farm for 
the summer. 


Prisoners Contented After 24 Hours 
in Leavenworth. 
Reporters, who were permitted 
to visit the Jack Daniel conspira- 
tors in their cells yesterday, found 
a singularly contented company. 
Twenty-four hours of life in this 
remarkable institution had largely 
obliterated most of the men’s con- 
ception of prison life. based upon 
stories of dungeon-like cells that 
fade cheeks to pallor, of strict rules 
and the necessity for furtiveness, of 
whispers out of the slide of the 
mouth, of slum-gullion for table 
fare, of terrible guards and sticks 
that fall upon the slightest provo- 
cation. 
They found themselves in well- 
ventilated, well-lighted, well-bed- 
ded cells through which fresh air 
from the outside fanned through- 
out the night. They saw on all 
sides groups of prisoners at their 
work talking in full tones, laugh- 
ing without rebuke and if they 
could have gone into the new shoe 
factory which prisoners are build- 
ing, they would have found a gang 
of negroes shouting  boisterously, 
laughing and singing-——unrebuked 
—the essential accompaniment of 
good work from negro gangs. They 
found the food wholesome—meat 
from hind quarters, not fore quar- 
ters alone as in many prisons. They 
found consideration on all sides for 
their plight and recognition of 
their general intelligence. 


Helimich Relieved. 

Arnold Hellmich. particularly. 
was a greatly relieved man. The 
thought of prison had preyed upon 
him more, possibly. than any of 
the others. “If it Wasn't for the 
bars. it would be almost a cozy 
home,” said the former Collector 
of Internal Revenue. 


The comparison between prison 
and jail. as we found jail in In- 
dianapolis, is that of a Market 


street flon house with Hotel Chase. 


Hellmich was celled with Fi'd- 
ward J. O'Hare, fountain of good 
cheer. Nat Goldstein and Morris 


Multin were together: Tony Foley 
and Robert kk. Walker: John Con- 
nor and Edward Metninger of Cin- 
cinnati; Mike Whalen and Harrv 
Levin, and the Cincinnati dusiness 
partnership of Landon and Luck- 
ing is preserved. 

The men went into prison with- 
out smoking tobacco, and they 
have not yet had time in the 
routine of their being checked in 
to establish themselves at the com- 
missary. Yet, Nat Goldstein 
stretched out upon his bed reading 
a paper, had his inevitable cigar in 
the corner of his mouth and the 
others seemingly were wetl pro- 
vided. Literally, they werer* jin- 
fracting rules, but Warden Biddle.

that “Dinty Colbeck and his ganz 
provided them with smokes.” Tlie 
Warden told the men that 
his purpose to make them as com 
fortable as possible and to see that 
they were treated with considera- 
tion. “Of course, this is a prison,” 
he added. 


Not to Be Hazecd. 


Later he told the men in charge 
of the exercise area *o0 make sure 
that the St. Louis group were im- 
munized from the mild hazing with 
which newcomers are greeted. The 
men will have an hour a day in 
this playground. 


Morris Multin, John Connor and 
Robert E. Walker’ specifically 
charged reporters with the respon- 
sibility of telephoning their wives 
to inform them that they have been 
much surprised to find prison so 
comfortable. 

The Warden's office received ves- 
terday the report of the physician's 
examination of the men. All were 
found to be in good general health. 
One, unnamed, was found to have 
a weak heart and Nat Goldstein's 
arm, fractured several years ago in 
a street car accident in St. Louis, 
does not give him full service. 


“Red” Lanham, of t.e Egan gang 
of mail robbers, measured the men 
for their shoes Tuesday and deliv- 
ered them yesterday. Steve Ryan, 
another of the Egan gang. now is 
assistant to the Catholic chaplain 
in the prison. Oliver Dougherty is 
in the shoe shop. Colbeck himself 
continues to be a plumber. The 
Warden reports that no member of 
the Egan gang has given the slight- 
est trouble. Most of them yester- 
day got into direct or indirect 
touch with the St. Louis newcom- 
ers. “Gosh, I hate to see those men 
come here.”’ Ryan eaild. 

Later in the day reporters again 
encountered the St. Louis prisoners 
as they were being marched from 
the cell house to headquarters of 
the Deputy Warden. All gave the 
reporters greeting in low tones or 
by the nod of the head. O'Hare 
gave a smart salute and one of his 
broad smiles. 

The men brought 
them into prison. The largest in- 
dividual sum turned in was $390. 
This sum insures the men all the 
comforts that the commissarv 
holds. Just’ now they are without 
newspapers or reading material. 
which cannot be sent to them by 
friends, but which must come di- 
rect from the publishers. 


Wherever they go about the pris- 
on yard, the men continue to at- 
tract attention. All work ceases 
when they pass. The Warden has 
permitted word to be sent to Mrs. 
Goldstein that if she comes to 
Leavenworth next week, she will 
be permitted two visits: with her 
husband. These visits with her 
in an audience room in the pres- 
ence of guardasa.
